the government 
business 
to the 
government plants and two-thirds 
to private factories, provided tin* 
prices and quality

Artillery is active on 
the Franco-Belgian front between 
the Som m e and Ancre rivers, also 
iii the Riga sector.

the top . It was printed in black­ 
faced type then as now. 
Some of the leading business men 
of the present were iii Sedalia in 
those years, and it is interesting to 
see how* they were listed then.

Dr. J. B. Fuller, then pastor of the 
First Baptist church, now retired. 

Cloney, 
leading citizen and member of the 
school hoard at this time, appears, 
but it reads “W illie Cloney, student, 
Central Business college.” How he 
succeeded in getting his name in, 
while others of his age were left 
out, arouses interest.. But perhaps 
thus early he believed in advertis­ 
ing. as he does now.

In the classified section of the 
book is printed the names of all the 
practicing attorneys in the city a* 
that time.
